roads problem. Nothing short of a hard 
wearing surface upon the main roads 
will meet the need of the age. 

The money required to build good, 

permanent roads throughout the coun- 
try would reach enormous figures, and 
If it were an Item of expense that inns" 
be paid now one might well regard the 
task as hopeless. Howeyer, the aituu 
tion when understood Is not nt nil dis- 
couraging from a Bnanolal viewpoint. 
The only drawback Is the reluctance 
of the public 10 study the question 
closely. 

If the following points are kept In 
mind it will aid to a clearer conception 
of the facts Involved In the good roads 
question: 

First.- Every good road built Is an 
asset. It adds to the property value 
of the country more than Its cost. It

Second.— The roads ought to be built 
in systems, many miles at a time. In 
this way better work can be secured 
and the cost per mile will be much 
less. If twenty to thirty miles ure 
built at a time competition will be 
shurp. Contractors will plan to use 
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now carrying the burden of taxation 
should bear the whole load. A atone, 
brick or even a good gravel Toad If 
well built will serve for a generation 
with a moderate up keep expense 
Why should uot those who come after 
as and enjoy the benefit help pay the 
bill? This makes the payment com 
paratlvely easy. 

Fourth.— The roads belong to the 
public. Their condition affects the pub 
lie welfare. They are used to carry 
the food supply of the world's market 
and to return a large part of the fac- 
tory output to the farm. It Is equita- 
ble that at least one half the expense of 
building and caring for good roads 
should be chargeable to the public as 
a whole and the other one half paid by 
tho locality receiving the Immediate 
and most direct benefit. Thla takes a 
heavy burden off farm property. 

Flfth.-Out of approximately 2.30o. 
000 miles of highways In the United 
States about 1. 000,000 are used for 
rural delivery and are thus post roads. 
It is estimated that four-fifths of all 
the traffic the country over passes over 
one-fourth of the road mileage. It Is 
these roads with the heavy traffic 
which should receive the first atten 
tion. If 400,000 miles of good stone 
or gravel roads were added to those 
already built It would give a complete 
network of good roads from ocean to 
ocean and from the lakes to the gulf 
and would serve from 75 to 80 per 
cent of all the traveling apon the pub 
lie highways.

Its Discovery Was the Result of a 
Workman's Carelessness. 

Blotting paper wus discovered pure- 
ly by accident. Some ordinary paper 
was being made one day at a mill In 
Berkshire when a careless workman 
forgot to put in the sizing material.

whole of the paper made was regarded 
as being quite useless. The proprie- 
tor of the mill desired to write a 
note shortly afterward, and be took a 
piece of waste paper, thinking it was 
good enough for the purpose. To his 
intense annoyance the ink spread all 
over the paper. All of a sudden there 
flashed over his mind the thought that 
this paper would do Instead of sand 
for drying Ink, and be at once adver- 
tised bla waste paper as "blotting." 

The reason the paper is of use in 
drying Ink Is that really It la a mass 
of halrllke tubes which suck np liquid 
by capillary attraction. If a very fine 
glass tube Is put into water the liquid 
will rise In It owing to capillary at- 
traction. The art of manufacturing 
blotting paper has been carried to such 
a degree that the product has wonder- 
ful absorbent qualities. 

The original blotting paper was of a 
pink color, due to the fact that red 
rags were used, rags which could not 
be used for making the ordinary pa- 
per, as the color could not be remov- 
ed. Here was a method for using the 
apparently useless matter, and so for 
a long time pink waa the predominant 
color.— London M. A. P.

"More than half the trouble with the 
meat prices lies with the housekeeper 
who doesn't know how to utilize whit 
she gets," said Miss Annie Harrows of 
the Teachers' college school of bouse, 
hold arts. New York city. 

"Most of us," she went on to say, 
"are like the mnu who bought four 
whole turkeys and ate only the 'oys- 
ters' of each-those delicious bits of 
dark meat Hint lie on the breastbone. 
The well to do consumer knows little 
about the cheaper cuts of meat, buys 
only the choicest sirloin pieces and 
falls to use them to t heir best advan- 
tage. I'Yhv women use the tlnnk fat 
for which they bsVS paid, I ml order 
extra suet fat. for which they are 
charged 10 cents a pound. The butch 
er sends the other back to the smelt 
er's, where It Is used for sonp or made 
Into lard. In which form we pay for it 
again. 

"Tliere are many cuts other than the 
fore quarter! which make good roasts 
and very pteMlng dishes if prepared 
properly.
